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' The inquiry into the condition of 
the youth of both sexes in San 
Francisco, with which Colonel 
Tobin has commenced his term as 
Labor Commissioner, is progreas- 
ing in a most satisfactory manner. 
The principal aim of the examina- 
tion is to demonstrate to the Legis- 
lature the necessity for the estab- 
lishment throughout California of 
a proper system of technical schools. 
The eatent of his inquiry, even 
though it has not yet progressed 
very far,demonstrates this necessity 
beyond a doubt,and there is a prob- 
ability that the desired result will 
be attained atthe next session at 
Sacramento. In the meantime, 
however, it is rumored, says the 
Cali,tbat the feasibility of the tech- 
nical school scheme is to receive 
practical demonstration in this city 
at the bands of arich gentleman 
who has taken a very great interest 
in the inquiry. This gentleman, 
who, bowever, desires to be name- 
less, is at present engaged in draw- 
ing up plans for the establishment 
in San Fraucisco of a technieal ex- 
perimental schoo! on a.small scale. 
His plans are yet crude, and he is 
consequently disinclined to give 
them publicity at present. It is 
kuown, however, that he intends to 
donate $5,000 to the working, fit- 
ting up and putting the institution 
on a running basis, and then to de- 
vete $5,000 a year to conduct it. He 
is decidedly averse to amalgamat- 
ing his institution with that of any 
of the local societie-, but intends 
. that it shall run by itself and be 
conducted on a basis of its own.

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The wool dealers of California, 
after a thorough discussion of the 
injurious effect of the long and short 
haul clause of the Inter-State Com- 
merce law upon their shipments of 
wool to eastern points, have drawn 
up a@ petition to the Commissioners, 
asking that the clause be suspended 
so far as it affects their industry. 
The new rate of $3 70 per 100 
pounds prohibits its shipment over- 
land. It is about six times greater 
than that of last year, more than 
four times the present rate by sail, 
avd nearly double those charged by 
the Canadian Pacific. The route 
via Cape Horn, while the charges 
are reasonable, involves a ioss of 
four months, a large amount of in- 
terest on money invested, and 
would necessitate an entire change 
of business relations long estab- 
lished in handling wool between 
here and eastern points.

Another Ohio Tornado. 
Str. CLAIRSVILLE, O., April 15, 
The terrible storm which was ex- 
perienced at 3:15 Pp. M. to-day appeared 
to be traveling from the west, and was 
in the shape of a funnel-shaped mass 


of cloud, resembling in appearance 
dense, black smoke. The cone was 


‘turned downward, and the cloud 


could be plainly tracked by the des- 
truction it left. Houses were demol- 
ished, trees snap off like pipe- 
stems, horses and cattie prostrated and 
carried bodily hundreds of yards by 
the gale,and the sky was darkened 
with clouds of flying debris. 

The storm and its effects showed all 
the (distinguishing characteristics of 
Western cyclones. 

The damages done here will reach 
$200,000. The storm did its work in 
Belaire, but passed over Bridgeport 
and the city of Wheeling. Martin’s 
Ferry, north of Wheeling, had from 
75 to a 100 houses demolished, and the 
loss there will amount to over $150,- 
v00. It swept everything before it in 
its march, and itis estimated that the 
aggregate loss along its path will ex- 
ceed a million dollars, 


The Twenty Second Auniversary. 
SPRINGFIELD, Ill., April 16. 

The 22d anniversary of the death of 
Abraham Lincoln was commemorated 
in the Hall of Representatives yester- 
day afternoon, the services being 
under the direction of the Lincoln 
Guard of Honor.

The Piate Family Increasing. 

To a GAZETTE reporter this af- 
ternoon Captain Johnson Sides, 
quite an intelligent membervof the 
Piute family, said that the idea pre- 


valent among the whites that his 
people are gradually diminishing in 
pumbers, is incorrect. The census 
returns of 1880 show that there 
were at that time only 3,700, but he 
says many of them were not counted 
and that there were fully 8,000, 
He estimates the present number 
of the tribe at fully 9,000, and prob- 
ably 9,500. Many of them are as 
far north as Snake riverand as far 
south as the Owens Valley coun- 
try. Some wander east as far ag 
Klko county, and but few of them 
cross the Sierras into the valleys of 
Califorria. In 1864, smallpox and 
mewsies killed a large number of 
the race, but since then they have 
been comparatively lhealthy and 
are increasiog in vumber yearly.
